COMMERCE MINISTER REPORTS TEA PRODUCTION TARGET 
Dacca THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in Engiish 15 Jun 80 pp 1, 12 


[Text] The production target for tea for 1980-81 has been set at 8.60 
crore pounds which would represent an inc sase of 9.64 percent over the 
actual production of about 7.84 crore lbs in 1979-80. The projection 
for export of tea for the coming financial year has been made at / crore 
lbs as against the estimated export of about 5.80 crore lbs in 1979-80. 
fhe earnings from exports of tea including packet tea in 1980-81 have 
been anticipated at Taka 70 crore as against the actual export earnings 
from this item estimated at Taka 58 crore in 1979-80. 





Announcing the annual Tea Policy for 1980-81 at a Press conference at a 
local hotel in Dacca on Saturday Chowdhury Tanvir Ahmed Siddiky Minister 

of State for Commerce stated that the major thrust in the new policy would 
be made on production. He observed that the price of tea in the world mar- 
ket was showing a decline but the cost of production was roing up due 

to inerease payments for imported inputs ‘Under the ci--.astances it 

has become imperative to raise the yield per acre,’ he noted. 


fhe Minister of State said that there was a shortfall in tea production 

by about 71 thousand lbs from the projected level of 8.55 lakh lbs for 
1979-80. "Shortfall in prowuction is attributable to unprecedented draught 
that Bangladesh experienced during the curly part of the year,” he claimed. 
He also pointed out that the export earings from tea in 1979-80 would 

be Taka 27 crore lower than the projecte’ level of Taka 75 crore for the 
year due to “shortfall in production de:Jine in the price of tea in the 
world market, slack demand and resource constraint in some of the major 
importing countries." 


Explaining the salient features of the new Tea Policy the State Minister 
said that the major focus would be placed on accelerating production of 
tea through speedy implementation of the schemes on “intensive cultiva- 
tion” and "replanting." With the completion of the scheme on “intensive 
cultivation” the yield of 80,900 acres of tea will increase from 800 ibs 
per acre. After the implementation of the schemeon "replanting and the 








imtien attaining maturity the vield of 20,000 acres of tea will increase 


‘rom the present level of 288 lbs per acre to 1600 lbs per acre he added, 
ie pototed out that the tea gardens would be required to implement the 
lovelo) Ment schemes on a priority basis for rapid expansion in production, 
v4 estates shall contanue to undertake replanting replacement planting 


it the rate of 2.5 percent of the existing area under tea annually. The 
tea gardens may introduce a special incentive bonus reward for higher 
percentage of replacommet planting he added, 


Chowdhury Tanvir Ahmed Siddiky listed the following steps to be followed 
under the new Tea Policy for augmenting the levels of production boosting 
tea exporte and development of the tea industry in the country: 


(1) “Bangladesh Cha Sangshad" will continue to get the licences for the 
import of standardised pesticides directly on the recommendatioa of the 
fea Board; (2) Cash foreign exchange allocation would be made available 
for setting up central factories and the formation of public limited com- 
panies and growers’ cooperatives will be encouraged to facilitate the 
setting up of such factories; (3) The requisite quantum of foreign ex- 
change allocation vould be made available for balancing modernisation and 
replacement of tea factories; (4) The Bangladesh Krishi Bank would examine 
the question of providing crop hypothetication loan and development 1}: an 
to the small and sick gardens at a specially reduced rate of interest; 
(5) The possibility of developing tea plantation in Danaipur the Chitta- 
song Hill Tracts and Modhupur forest areas will be examined with a view 
to increasing the production of tea, (6) Immediate steps will be taken 
for grant of long-term lease to the tea gardens to make the owners of 
tea gardens interested in the permanent improvement of the gardens; 

(7) Electricity and gas connection in the tea estates shall be provided 
by the concerned agencies on a priority basis; (8) Action would be taken 
for expansion and modernisation of Isphahani Marshal Limited in order to 
enable the unit to involve itself more actively in the manufacture of 
tea machinery and equipment so as to reduce the country's dependence on 
import of these items; (9) Efforts shall continue to be made to grow 
non-tea crops such as rubber coffee black pepper turmeric ginger lemon 
pineapple citronella grass bamboo malakana etc in the tea estates 

and the Tea Board «tall fix targets in acreage for each garden for crop 
diversification. 





The Minister of State underlined the need for adopting appropriate mar- 
keting strategy and adequate promotional measures in order to achieve 

the export target set for tea during 1980-81. He observed that while 
efforts would continue to capture larger share of the existing markets 

for our tea in Pakistan, Egypt the UK, Poland and the USSR new initia- 
tives would be made to explore the marketing opportunities in Iraq, Syria, 
Kuwait, Saud. Arabia, Qatar, Bahrain, the UAE and the Eastern European 
countries. He said that the sales missions would be sent from Bangladesh 
to the countries in the Middle East, the Eastern Europe, the EFC, Australia, 
Canada, the UK and the USA.

We estimated that the domestic consumption of 
tea during 1980-8] would be about 1.85 crore pounds, showing an increase 
of 2.8 pereent over the estimated domestic consumption of 1.8 crore lbe 
in 19/79°80, He pointed out that the consignment sale to London auction 


vould not require prior permission of Tea Board under the policy for 1980- 
Al, 


Keferring to the measures for promotion of welfare of tea garden workers, 
he said that the tea estates would take steps to ensure better housing, 
wedical and education facilities to the workers. The tea gardens wil! 
iteo be encouraged through the sanction of concessional loans and provi- 
sion of technical know-how and other facilities to set up small and cot- 
tage industries in and around tea belts in order to provide employment 


to the unemployed and under-employed members of the workers’ families, he 
addeil, 


Replying to a question the State Minister said that the production costs 
for tea had recorded a rise by about 75 percent during the last two years. 
when asked about the pace of progress during the last few years under 

different development programmes for raising the per acre yield of tea, 

he claimed that a substantial progress was achieved in this direction. 

The average per acre yield of tea has risen to 812 lbs. now from 650 

ibe prior to the undertaking of related development programmes, he said. 
The average per acre yield of tea in India is 1200 lbs, he disclosed. 

‘he State Minister said that the average per acre yield of tea in the 
country recorded a decline in 1979-80 due to draught. 


Replying to a question, he noted that the projected target for the in- 
crease in per acre vield of tea during the Second Five-Year Pian period 
was 4 realistic one notwithstanding the fact that the past performance 
has not been very encouraging one. 


Chowdhury Tanvir Ahmed Siddiky said that the barter sale of tea to the 
fast European countries constituted now 17 percent of the total 

tea exports of the country. He claimed that the terms of such barter 
sale were favourable for the country.

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CABINET STUDIES DETAILS OF EXPORT PROCESSING ZONE

iiext| The Couneil of Ministers meeting at Bangabhavan on Saturday 
under the chairmanship of President Ziaur Rahman considered the proposal 
of the Minietry of Industries on Bangladesh Export Processing Authority 
bill and ite accompanying rules in connection with the setting up of an 
Export Processing Zone at Chittagong, according to a PID handout on 
Saturday. 


The Government started considering the question of setting up an Export 
Processing Zone in the country from 19°7,. Considering both the sea port 
and airport facilities at Chittagong, the first Export Processing Zone 
was proposed to be set up at Chittagong and accordingly 250 acres of 
land was acquired. Subsequently, 685 acres of land was acquired. The 
draft Bill proposes to set up the Bangladeshi Export processing Zones 
Authority for development and management of the affairs of Export Pro- 
cessing Zones. 


industries to be set up in the Zone will be of three categories namely, 
(a) 100% foreign owned (b) 100% Bangladeshi owned and (c) jointly owned 
by Gangladesh and foreign nationals (joint venture). The main features 
of the evetem are that the Authority will consist of a Chairman and 12 
members, six of whom, will be from the private sector. All imports and 
exports out of the Export Processing Zone will be tax-and-dutv free. 
thirdly, all manufacturers and processed products shall have to be 
exported. 


in cases of 100% foreign ownership, 411 machinery, equipment, construc- 
tion and raw materials costs as well as cost of other working capital 
components shall be financed out of own foreign exchange of the 

foreign owners. Foreign investors of this category will be allowed to 
retain sale proceeds of exports in convertible currency and to remit 
those funds abroad. 


in cases of joint venture, foreign partners shall provide costs of 
machinery, equipment and raw materials from their own foreign exchange

lwo more Export Processing Zones are planned to be set up in the country-- 
one at Khulna and another at Dacea. Lande for both are likely to be ac- 
quired and works progressed during the early years of the Second Five 

Year Plan. 


lhe industries which are eligible for investments in the Export Process- 
ing Jone have been tentatively listed and include textiles household 
furniture footwear, electrical, electronic optical sports, engineering, 
leather and Jewellery products. 


The export Processing Zones are designed to attract investments in export 
industries which we need to develop very fast in the context of widening 
sap between our export and imports and to maximise utilisation of local 
resources for export. These indutries will also develop Linkage with 
industries in the national economy and will have modernising influence on 
that. They are also expected to have salutary effects on service indus- 
tries. The country will directly benefit through payments on account of 
overhead, infrastructure and labour from these industries besides gaining 
foreign exchange. 
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NeW CUSTOMS IMPORT LIMITATLONS ANNOUNCED

jtext| The Government has tesued new baggage rules for passengers with 
effect from June 7, 1980, reports BSS. 


Under the new rules the limite for import of personal and household 
effects aret 1) Taka 3000/- if stay abroad is for a period exceeding 

15 days but not exceeding three months; 11) Taka 5000/- if stay abroad 
is for a period exceeding three months but not exceeding one year; 111) 
Taka 8000/= if stay abroad is for a period exceeding one year but not 
exceeding three years and (1V) Taka 10000/- if stay abroad is for a 
period exceeding three years. 


Within the limits mentioned above, a passenger earning foreign exchange 
can import Television set, refrigerator, deep freezer, washing machine, 
cooking range, radiogram, portable three-in-one, one portable cassette or 
tape recorder, amplifier or speaker, knitting machine, portable typewriter 
and dometic sewing machine (electrical) on payment of customs duty and 
sales tax at 50 percent of the effective rate. 


For itema like nonportable three-in-one, music centre, 8 millimetre movie 
camera, 8 milli-metre movie-projector and dish washer customs duty at the 
rate of 75 percent of the effective rate and sales tax at full rate are 
to be paid. 


A passenger may import not more than one unit of any of the articles men- 
tioned above. 


Apart from the above, a passenger may also import articles of personal 
use free of duty as listed in the schedule to the baggag> rules. This 
schedule is more or less the same as before. 


Reasonable quantity of articles for gifts may also be brought free of duty 
up to the value of Taka 500/-if duration of stay abroad is less than three 
months and up to the value of Taka 1000/- if the duration of stay abroad 
is more than three months.

[Text] Bangalore, June 14, 


A prohibitory order has been promulgated within a radiue of three km from 
the BMS Engineering College in Bangalore by the Comaissioner of Police, 
following a fresh eruption of student violence in the college campus last 
night and this morning. 


The police resorted to a lathicharge to disperse a violent student mob 

near the college campus this morning. A car belonging to the BMS Trust 
parked under portico of the college, was set on fire by the mob and totally 
destroved. 


Iranian students, were attacked by Indian students and they were reecued b>» 
two police. Ten Iranian students were injured, two of them serious.y and 
cne had been admitted in hospital. 


, out 30 Indian students were arrested by the police. 


The Engineering College has been the scene of recurring clashes between 
indian and Iranian students for some months now. 


The Police Commissioner, Mr Garudachar told THE HINDU that last night's 
incidents were prelude to today's violence in the college campus. He 

said that on a complaint from the Principal the police recovered from the 
hostel room of an Indian student, an Iranian passport, Iranian currency 

and other articles belonging to Iranian students. (The rooms of Iranian 
students were ransacked by other students during last month's disturbances. ) 


This enraged the Indian students who chreatened the Principal and the War- 
den of the college. On their request, policemen were posted outside their 
houses last night. A gang of students deflated the tyres and stuffed mud 
into the radiator of the College Trust car last night. 


This morning, a student group is said to have thrown chilly powder into 
the eves of Iranian students ar’ sttacked them, before the police inter- 
vened. The police party were « tacked with stones and bottles filled with 
petrol. The police later recovered a number of such bottles from the 
college campus.

PROGRESS IN NATION, BANGLADESH COOPERATION NOTED

[Text | The government of India is understood to have taken steps to 

revive the proposal for a sponge-iron project in Bangladesh as a joint 
venture. The proposal had been shelved after the political changes in 
Dacca five years ago. 


If the proposal goes through, it may well start a phase of joint indus- 
trial ventures between the two countries. Dacca apparently is keen on 
it. But India so far has been taking a cautious attitude, not forgetting 
its frustrating experience in promoting economic cooperation with its new 
neighbour. 


The sponge-iron project was conceived soon after liberation. The idea 
was to set up the plant in Bangledesh with Indian assistance. Pig-iron 
would be imported from India and, after conversion to sponge-iron, would 
be exported back to this country for use as feed stock for mini-steel 
plants. 





There were also two other joint venture proposals at the government level. 
One was to set up a gas-based fertiliser plant, the products of which 

would be sold to India for the first ten years. The other was to install 

a cement factory based on limestone to be obtained from neighbouring Megha- 
laya. 


The proposals failed to get off the ground even during the early years of 
liberation because of the apathy of the Bangladesh bureaucracy and the 
lukewarm attitude of the Awami League politicians. Conditions in that 
country were then not propitious for constructive activities. 


Thinking in Bangladesh appears to have undergone a change since then 
the new class of industrialists and businessmen that has grown there 
since liberation apparently now sees the advantages of cooperation with 
India with its geographical proximity and its developed technology. 
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-npercelved by the pu ic eye, there has been some progress in launching 
joint ventures between the private sectors of the two countries. 


The Bangladesh deputy Prime Mintater, Mr Jamaluddin Ahmed, who is in 
charge of industry, revealed on a recent visit to Delhi, that the Bangla- 
desh government had approved 10 proposals from Indian private industrial- 
iets tor setting up joint projects in that country, the total value of 
which would be Re 25 crores. 


The collaboration would be for the manufacture of three-wheeler scooters, 
diesel engines and ready-made garments among other items, 


bangladesh apparently sees in the promotion of joint ventures with India 
a way to overcome the biggest constraint standing in the way of develop- 
ing trade with it. 


In its view, there is little hope of any appreciable rise in the volume 
of trade unless the big adverse balance against Bangladesh is narrowed 
down. One way this can be done is by India buying the products of the 
joint projects set up in Bangladesh. 


Thus, the sponge-iron, fertiliser and cement units set up jointly could 
help push up trade between the two countries. There is also scope for 

setting up a newsprint unit and engineering industries the products of 

which India could import from Bangladesh. 


Dacca admittedly has a more basic compulsion for trying to promote joint 
ventures with India. It can help the new nation, struggling against heavy 
economic odds, to somewhat liberate itself from the stranglehold of its 
dependence on foreign aid. 


Dacca has a keen interest in setting up joint projects for exporting the 
products to third countries. This would help the country to reduce its 
balance of payments gap. 


Dacca apparently wants Delhi to see the political benefits that can flow 


for the subcontinent from increasing economic cooperation through joint 
ventures,

AIR INDLA ANNOUNCES NEW SCHEDULE OF SERVICES

[Text | Bombay, June 15. 


Air India's new time table this month eliminates the Airline's workhorse 
for more than two decades, the Boeing-707 completely from over the skies 
of Western Europe and the Far East. 


Air-India now has ten 747 aircraft and all 14 services per week to the 
West will be ‘jumbo flights.' Seven of these will be the ‘bullet trans- 
atlantic’ flights to New York via London: of the remaining seven, four 
will turn around at London and--as a fresh innovation--three at Paris 
with Rome, Geneva and Frankfurt as some of the intermediary stops. 





Similarly, all four flights to Japan via Bangkok and Hong Kong every 
week will be operated by 747's. The weekly Australian service will con- 
tinue to be a 747 flight. 


The nine 707's, the first six of which made Air-India the world's first 
all-jet Airline in 1962, will be operated thrice weekly to Singapore, five 
times a week to the African continent (two terminating at Nairobi and the 
other two continuing to Lagos and Accra, the fifth being the newly-intro- 
duced service to Dar-es-Salaam in Tanzania and Lusaka in Zambia); every 
week, two 707's will also operate to Moscow via Tehran, one to Dacca, 

one to Mauritius and one to Seychelles/ Mauritius. 


There has also been a considerable change in the pattern of operations to 
the Gulf. From Bombay/Delhi and Trivandrum, a total of 29 flights are 
being operated every .eek to no less than 11 points in the Gulf and Middle 
East, these being Muscat Abu Dhabi, Dubai, Deha, Ras al Khaymah, Bahrain, 
Dhahran, Kuwait, Jeddah, Baghdad and Tehran. Of these, 16 are jumbo ope- 
rations, with 707s being used for the remaining 13 services. 


Air-India also operates five freighter services per week with two leased 
DC-8 aircraft. Three of these services operate through Madras/Bombay/ 
Delhi to Frankfurt via intermediary points in the points in the Gulf, 
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Middle Kast and Europe, one to Brussels/London and one to New York, With 


the additional 747 capacity to the Far East, the freighter service to this 
region has been discontinued, 


Departures of Air=India's passenger and freighter services out of Bombay/ 
Irivandrum now total 66 per week. 35 of these are 747 operations, 26 are 


707 flights and five are DC-8 freighter services, all of them covering 
45 points on the globe.

[Text] New Delhi, June 15 (PTL): The United Arab Emirates government has 
begun recruiting more and more skilled and unskilled Indian workers for 
projects in that country. 


The fresh recruitment drive comes as Indians without valid documents are 
leaving before the expiry of the deportation date on June 21, 


Ofticial sources say that most Indian workers have been provided with 
alternative jobs and given the option to stay. 


There are 250,000 Indian workers in the UAE. A few thousand have returned 
since March following certain new laws announcement by the government. 


Some associations of Indians and the Indian mission in Abu Dhabi have 
provided assistance, including financial, to those who were found to be 
without valid papers to return home. 


Sources said the number of Indians now being recruited by the UAE govern- 
ment and agencies is more than the number of workers who have so far returned. 


The UAE government has now sorted out the entire recruitment procedure of 
Indian manpower on a systematic basis, the sources said. 


Meanwhile, the external affairs minister, Mr P. V. Narasimha Rao, has 
instructed the emigration authorities to allow only those workers to go 
abroad who have advance job assurances. He has also asked them to make 
sure that they are not trapped by unscrupulous elements here or at the 
other end. 


The ministry is in touch with all state governments from where workers 
are going abroad. 


The Government of India is drafting new laws for Indians going abroad for 


jobs. An official recruiting agency is proposed to be set up to deal with 
those seeking employment overseas.

PRIESTS BEING LURED BY MARXIST IDBOLOGY 

Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 16 Jun 80 p 15

[Text] Bombay, June 15. 


An interesting development is taking place in the Indian church with some 
of the priests and nuns accepting the Marxist philosophy. 


The rethinking about the traditional concept of priesthood is taking place 
largely among the Jesuite. Priests of other denominations are also begin- 
ning to be influenced by the ideology of the left. 


Two of the Jesuit priests, Mr Pradeep Phabhu and Mr Nikki Cardozo (the 
prefer not to use the prefix ‘father'), recently told this paper that 
their close encounter with the grinding poverty of the people made them 
reassess their role. “We realised that our role as missionaries in the 
conventional sense had no relevance to the people and their pressing 
problems," Mr Prabhu said. “We also felt that without a radical trane- 
formation of our society, there could be no real improvement in the 
quality of people's lives. Without a real socioeconomic change, people 
will net be able to realise their human essence,” he added. 


Thie development in the Indian church follows a similar trend in Latin 
America, the Philippines, South Korea and other countries, where priests 
and nune have actively involved themselves with the liberation struggles 
or democratic protest movements of the people, Mr Cardozo said. Prominent 
among the revolutionary priests abroad are Fr Dom Helder Camatra (Brazil) 
and Bishop Kim (S. Korea). In India, it is essentially a post-emergency 
development, Mr Prabhu remarked. 


Church Renounced 


Here, priests like Fr Sebastian Kappan, Fr Duarte Baretto, Fr M. 

M. Thomas, and Fr Stan Lourduswamy working in different parts of the 
country have initiated the change in the thinking of some of the priests 
anc nuns. 
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Some of the Marxist priests have renounced the church since they find it 
impossible to reconcile their religious beliefa, with their conviction in 
the new-found philosophy, However, some of the priests, like Mr Phabhu 
and Mr Cardozo are paseirg through a period of transition. “We are yet 
to make 4 complete study of the writings of Karl Marx and other philoso- 
phere of the left. Sut, we are impressed by what little we have read," 
Mr Vrabhu said. "We hold no dogmatic position since otherwise Marxiem 
will be another religion to ue,” Mr Cardozo added, 


the two priests are aleo uncertain about joining any of the communist 
parties in the country “since joining them is the same as joining the 
church.” These parties too have their dogmas and hierarchy. It is only 
in the course of revolutionary struggle that a party will be created, 
they opined. The prieste said the church hierarchy is increasingly get- 
ting concerned about the development. “The reaction ranges from total 
condemnation to sneaking sympathy," Mr Prabhu said. 


The priests also denied allegations heard in leftist circles that the 
priests are trying to pre-empt communist activity by directly organising 
the masses. “The church is not supporting our movement in any manner," 
Mr Prabhu asserted. 


The revolutionary priests have formed independent organisations in 
different parte of the country and are organising militant struggles of 
landless labourers, emall farmers, Adivasis and other oppressed people. 
The Kashtakari Sanghatana, for which Mr Prabhu and Mr Cardozo work, 
functions among the Adivasie and landless labourers of Dahanu and Pal- 
ghar in Thane district. 


Some of the priests, under the influence of Fr Robert Currie, an American 
Jesuit in Chaibasa, Bihar, are active in the Jharkan movement and are 
bringing out a revolutionary publication EKTA. Their work continues de- 
spite the expulsion of Fr Currie from the country two years ago. 


Some of the nuns belonging to the Medical Mission of Kerala handed over 

the mission hospital at Chetipuzha, near Kottayam, to the authorities 

and are now working among the fishermen near Trivandrum. Prominent among 
the missionaries here are Fr. Tom Kochery, a redem:iist, Mr Prabhu added.

TRIBALS IN THREE STATES 'CLAMOR' FOR STATEHOOD 
Caleutta THE STATESMAN in English 16 Jun 80 p 11 


[Text] Midnapore, June 15--The clamour for a separate State for the 
tribals in Jhargram and the adjoining areas of West Bengal, Bihar and 
Orissa is increasing. 


Reports of the tribals holding street meetings to press this demand was 
received by Mr Ajoy Sinha, District Magistrate, here yesterday. He said 
a large number of tribals took out a procession early this week in some 
villages in the Lodhasuli area of Jhargram demanding a separate 
"Jharkhand" State that would comprise Midnapore, Bankura, Purulia in 
West Bengal, the Chotanagpur region of Bihar and Mayurbhanj district in 
Orissa. 


Mr Sinha said he had reports that some foreign missionaries had often 
been visiting the area. Besides, some other agencies might have a hands 
in this. They have come into contact with the people through relief and 
development work. But none of these organizat‘ons has taken permission 
from the district administration or informed it of their detailed activ- 
ities. This has created suspicion, the magistrate said. 


There are also reports of some educated tribals having visited the 
Jhargram area from time to time. The district intelligence department, 
however, has no information in this regard. 


The District Magistrate has asked the Tribal Department and other officials 
to maintain a liaison with the villagers and keep a close watch on the 
activities of foreign agencies. For this, he has posted five tribal in- 
spectors at Gidni, Belpahari, Goaltore, Kesiarv and Negui on the Gopi- 
bailavpur-Nayagram border. The CPI (ML), Amra Bangali, RSS and the 
Iharkhand parties are also under suveillance.

EVIDENCE OF ‘FOREIGN HAND' IN TRIPURA SHOWN 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 15 Jun 80 pp 1, 5 
[Text] Agartala, June 14 (PTI). 


Tripura Chief Minister Nripen Chakrabarti today placed at a press confer- 
ence evidence of the involvement of foreign agencies with leaders of the 
extremist elements of Tripura Upajati Samiti who carried out the inhuman 
atrocities since 5 June last. 


He showed some incediary sticks of foreign make, which were fitted to 
arrows and used to burn down houses of non-tribals. The sticks were re- 
covered by security forces at Jirania where the marauders committed un- 
precedented havoc on 6-7 June. 


Mr Chakrabarti also showed photostat copies of identity cards of two 
extremists--arrested at Bhandazima, the tri-junction of Mizoram, Tripura 
and Bangladesh--who received arms training in Bangladesh. The cards were 
counter signed by Mr Bijoy Hrankhal, ‘general’ of the Tribal National 
Volunteers (TNV). 


Mr Harankhal was arrested yesterday while attempting to escape to Mizoram. 


Mr Chakrabarti also showed photostat copies of letters from foreign 
sources one listing the names of the political leaders of Tripura TUJs and 
expressing “thrill” over “our members taking increasing interest and doing 
well in politics. This is a new development" according to one letter. 


The other letter advised that “all the money of Texas and London may 
come through New Zealand" and that there was no need “to Indianise the 
money.” 


The Chief Minister told UNI in an interview that intercepted letters indi- 
cated that the aliocations of funds which the local organisations were 
getting from the foreign agency had been doubled this year. 








He pleaded his inability to name the foreign agency, “lest the strong 
source of information that we have about its involvement becomes known." 


Mr Chakraborty is, however, known to have supported the charge levelled 
by his party colleague in Parliament that it was the CIA. 


Literature was also being printed in tribal languages in Roman script out- 
side the State and largely circulated among the State's tribals. ‘The Chief 
Minister did not clarify whether by “outside” he meant outside Tripura or 
India, 


Asked about the local organisations through which the foreign agency might 
be operating here, Mr Chakraborty merely said the agency had a "number 
of ramifications." 


Asked if any other agencies were engaged in aiding the tribal insurgents, 
Mr Chakraborty mentioned that "Amra Bangali" the regional wing of the Anan- 
da Marga, had been raising the slogan of "Bengal for Bengalis." 





He said the timing of launching the current secessionist movement was 
interesting. "I can also show you letters saying the whole of Tripura 
will be aflame and that Nripen Babu will find it difficult to control it," 
he said. 


He also claimed that there had never been any clash between the "Amra 
Bangali" and the tribals, and “they are all working together." 


Mr Chakraborty alleged the State Cong-I swung into action as soon as 

Mrs Indira Gandhi came back to power. The first thing the party did was 
to call a “Save Tripura Day." It then started sending a spate of tele- 
grams to the Prime Minister urging her to impose President's Rule in 
Tripura. 


However, "None of these will work. Our boys are politically mature and 
there is no alternative to the Left Front in Tripura," he said. 


fracing the origin of the tribal insurgency, Mr Chakraborty said the 500,- 
000 local tribals had been swamped by about 1.3 million refugees from 
erstwhile East Pakistan. “Now not a paan shop, not a rickshaw is owned 

by them," he added. 


Government attempts at changing the farming pattern from the traditional 
"Shum" (shifting) cultivation, which led to widespread destruction of 
forests, to the more modern one such as a tea or rubber plantation was 
also a contributory factor, he added.

schools in remote areas and appoint tribal teachers "so that they at least 
receive primary education."

[Text] The Union Home Ministry is inquiring into reports of "dubious" 
presence of foreigners among the tribals of Bastar district, Madhya 
Pradesh, reports UNI. 


The Ministry is in touch with authorities in Bhopak and Jagdalpur, 
headquarters of Bastar district, on the subject, Ministry sources said 
on Saturday. 


A recent report from Jagdalpur said the district was experiencing an 
influx of foreign tourists whose “dubious” activities were causing con- 
cern to the local authorities. 


Though entry of foreigners into Bastar is restricted, many make their way 
into the district and often stray into its interior areas, the report 
said. 


The local people complain that the foreigners mix with tribals, take 
"indecent" photographs of innocent Bastar girls and pollute tribal cul- 
ture, the report said. 


It said the foreigners, including naked or semi-clad hippies, make con- 
tact with the Adivasi girls through cotravelling white women whom the 
tribals find fascinating.

INFLUX OF LABOR TO PUNJAR FROM EASTERN STATES NOTED 
Hombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 15 Jun 80 p 11 


(Text! Ludhiana, June 14. Shabbily dressed labourers from UP and Bihar 
disgorge at the local railway station from trains steaming in in the early 
hours of the morning every day. 


They come huddled together by the 51 up Sealdah Express, the 5 up Howrah 
Mail and the 49 up Howrah Express. Those who cannot cling to any part 
of the jam-packed compartments make it “to the top” resulting in many 
fatal accidents. 


lt is estimated that nearly 2,000 labourers come to Ludhiana every day. 
Most ot them are from Bihar, mainly from Darbhanga, Muzaffarpur and Ranchi 
districts. Nearly 1,000 to 1,200 home-bound labourers leave Ludhiana by 
the same trains each night. 


Ludhiana seems to be the main station where these people disembark to find 
their way to neighbouring districts. Some of the incoming labovrers find 
jobs as factory workers and richshawpullers at Ludhiana itself. 


Most of them, however, head for the villages where they are hired by 
farmers for seasonal agricultural operations on a contract basis. The 
going rat. for transplanting work ranges between Rs 60 and Rs 125 per 
acre, depending upon the rush of work and the shortage of local labour. 


Heavy Demand 


This work has traditionally been done by “bazigars" and Harijans. But a 
tremendous increase in the area under rice in the past few years has re- 
sulted in Labour shortage. It is beyond the physical capacity of 
“bazigars"’ and Harijans to cope with this work. Hence the eastern 
labourer finds work readily in the villages. 


For many of the labourers this is not their first trip. They are coming 
back here for the second or third time and each one of them brings along 
six to eight new hands from his village or neighbouring areas. 











During the harvest sesason, the Punjab farmer is under great pressure to 
complete the job in the shortest possible time and there is thus a great 
scramble at the ratllway station to “snatch away" the labourers. 


influx of eastern labour into Punjab is indeed a boon to both industry 
and agriculture as local labour has migrated to West Asian countries 
and metropolitan towns, 


The Bihar and U.P. labourers find the going good in Punjab. The working 
conditions are generally good, compared with the prevailing facilities in 
their native states. Cases of “begar" or "bonded" labour have not been 
reported, 


A group of Bihari labourers told this correspondent at Doraha that they 
were being paid Re 7 a day in addition to three meals. 


The unskilled workers coming from U.P. Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan have 
found jobs in industries, in house-building and road construction as well 
as in the brick-kiln industry. Some of them take to rickshaw-pulling. 
Industries like the woollen textiles and spinning and foundries are com- 
pletely dependent on these Labourers. 


Rickshaw-pullers here mostly hail from U.P. on an average, a rickshawpuller 
in Ludhiana earns Rs. 15 a day. One ITI-trained diploma-holder from U.P. 
said he failed to get a job in his state and came to Ludhiana in search 

of employment. Failing to get a job of his choice, he took to rickshaw- 
pulling. He is now earning more than Rs 15 a day. A factory pb could 
have fetched him only around Rs 350 a month.

ENGLNEERING LNDUSTRY DECLINE IN 1979-80 REPORTED 
Madras THE HINDU in English 16 Jun 80 p 13 
[Text] New Delhi, June 15. 


Mr Manmohan Singh, President of the Association of Indian Engineering 
industry, said on Saturday that engineering exports in 1980-81 could 
reach a level of Re 915 crores if there was an all-round improvement in 
infrastructural facilities. 


Addressing a press conference, he said the actual export performance of 
the engineering industry in 1979-80, provisionally estimated at Rs 630 
crores against a target of Re 850 crores, was 19 percent lower than in 
1978-79, 


The year that ended on March 31 last was a very difficult year for the 
industry. Engineering production during the year was actually 3.3 percent 
lower than in 1978-79, whereas in the previous year the industry had 
achieved a 15 percent growth. 


During 1979-80, pig iron produced by the steel industry for sale was 
lower by 35 percent, power deficit was up by 17 percent and capacity 
utilisation by thermal and nuclear power plants was only 43 percent 
against 48 percent in 1978-79. 


Other constraints that hit industrial output in 1979-80 included the 
loss of 37 million mandays (highest since 1974-75) stagnation of coal 
production around 102 million tonnes and the transportation bottleneck. 


He said there was already a turn for the better and especially noticeable 
was the improvement in port operations in Calcutta. If this could be kept 
up and other constraints removed, the engineering industry hoped not 

only to arrest the decline but also increase its output by 15 percent 

over last year. 


Unless the transportet‘** and power positions improved radically it 
would not be possible ne engineering industry to achieve an export 
performance exceeding Re 800 crores, Mr Manmohan Singh added. 
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An All l team led by him had reeently come back from Europe with promising 
possibilities of third eountry ventures, 


Meanwhile the AIEL would try to introduce strict quality control measures

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AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH BODY MAY LOSE SCIENTISTS 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 16 Jun 80 p 17

The Indian Council of Agricultural Research (ICAR), controlling the second 
largest farm research network in the world, may soon face large-scale 
exodus of scientists. 


Already its activities have slackened down dangerously at a time when 
efforte are needed to step up agricultural development in the country. 


Most scientists, who played no mean part in ushering in the green revolu- 
tion, feel frustrated because of faults personnel policies. They find the 
atmosphere stifling and the environment far from conducive to creative 
research. 


The massive lab-to-land programme launched by the ICAR to mark its golden 
jubilee seems to have come a cropper. Two zonal coordinators under the 
programme have already quit and another has offered to resign. 


Mr U.S. Kang, zonal coordinator for the Punjab region, has been summarily 
removed when he went on leave without pay to take up an eight-week consul- 
tancy assignment with the World Bank, reportedly with the consent of the 
ICAR director-general. 


High-Level Bodies 
Many high-level bodies constituted for guiding agricultural research and 


education have been dormant for the past one year or so. The eight re- 
gional committees set up in 1975 are a case in point. 


The committees, headed by the ICAR director-general, are supposed to meet 
at least once a year to review the progress of farm research and education 
in different regions and make recommendations on specific problems. 

Except perhaps one, none of these committees has held any meeting since 
1978. 





the case of achtlevement audit committees, which should assess periodically 
the pertormance of the various ICAR institutes, is no different. The last 
audit was conducted in most instances between 1970 and 1974, Follow-up 
action on these reports is neither adequate nor speedy. 


Several recommendations made in 1978 by the review committee on agricul- 
tural universities headed by Dr M. S. Randhawa are yet to be implemented. 
Even the plea of the convention of the association of agricultural univer- 
sities, held in November 1979, that the ICAR should take up immediately 
with state governments the question has produced little effect. 


ICAR's receptivity to new ideas in the field of research is reflected in 
the treatment meted out to Mr R. C. Singhal, a Faridabad-based official in 
the Central directorate of marketing and inspection. He had suggested 
that his work on urease enzyme be pursued further. According to him, 
he has been constantly writing to the ICAR director-general and heads of 
various institutions since August 1977 bringing to *heir notice the 
potential uses of urease enzyme in various fields ot agriculture and 
animal husbandry. 


[CAR's response to his plea could not have been more callous if it rejected 
his proposal outright. A senior ICAR official wrote to Mr Singhal that 

his letter to the director-general was not traceable, and could he send 
another copy with detailed notes and papers "to enable the ICAR to examine 
the issue more critically." 


The misgivings among the scientists over recruitment and promotion poli- 
cles appear to persist even after the setting up of the agricultural 
scientists recruitment board. The functioning of the one-man board had 
come in for severe criticism recently after the reported bungling in the 
appointment of a deputy director-general. The board is ill-equipped to 
cope with the task of recruitment. This is clear from the large number 
of unfilled posts at almost all levels. 


Rank Injustice 


Many cases of rank injustice have come to light recently. A typical case 
is that of Dr G. Rangaswami, adviser (agriculture) in the planning com- 
mission. 


Dr Rangaswami had relinquished his position as director of the Hyderabad- 
based central staff college of agriculture (now renamed national academy 
for agricultural management) to join the planning commission on the under- 
standing that he would be allowed to keep a lien on his post. 


A few months after he joined the planning commission, the ICAR advertised 
his post and informed Dr Rangaswami that it was not possible to give him 
lien. When he wrote back that he was willing to rejoin his post imme- 
diately, he was told to apply again and get himself selected afresh!

Understandably, Dr Rangaswami is bitter that he has been "necked out of 
the ICAR in a manner which cannot happen even to a pan shop employee,” 


Such instances are legion. They serve to reinforce the demand of a large 
section of employees that the recruitment of scientists be entrusted to 

the Union public service commission or the existing recruitment board

As it proved, however, the soft terms offered by foreign suppliers and 
other factors have tended sometimes to clinch the deal against BHEL in 
the domestic market. 


Those suppliers are also enabled suitably through export subsidies to 
quote low while bidding for projects in India. 


Also cited in some quarters is the delay in governmental decisions on 
vital watters concerning transfer a i absorption of technology. 


The delay gives a rather unfair advantage, in their view, to foreign 
suppliers, who are thus able to meet the latest specifications in tech- 
nology that the project authorities demand. 
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fhe sources also cite experience to show that deliveries by foreign 
suppliers have not always proved equal to the promise held out when they 
won the contract. 


For one thing, the heavy power equipment is usually custom-made, There 
is the delay again in civil works and other coordination facilities, as 
also the difficulty inherent in importing foreign equipment.

[Text] Yesterday, I strongly recommended that the members of the Chinese 
community in this country actively participate in politics in order to 
strengthen their political position and create favorable conditions for the 
consolidation of their original economic status, which has been declining 
all these years as a result of their waning political power. Although my 
influence is too small to be able to persuade the masses of Chinese origin 
to participate in politics, I still want to do whatever I can to encourage 
them to do so.

Of the many Chinese-based political parties in our country, the Malaysian 
Chinese Association [MCA] is supposed to be only one capable of represent- 
ing the interests of the Chinese community. One of the five plans formu- 
lated by the MCS recently calls for the broad recruitment of new members. 
But unfortunately this has produced no results to date. Is this because 

the MCS did not try hard enough to recruit new members (or because nobody 
was interested in membership in it)? I don't think that those who do not 
want to join the MCS are willing to join other political parties. If the 
MCA has not worked hard enough to recruit new members, its leadership should 
work out a policy and take quick steps to proudly realize its ideal of "rep- 
resenting 5 million citizens of Chinese origin.” If nobody is interested 

in its membership, it should quickiy find out why it .s rejected by the 
people in this way. Have they all lost confidence in the MCA, or have they 
lost interest in politics? 


I can assume that the 1980's are a decade of challenge that will have a de- 
cisive effect on the destiny of the Chinese community. Ours is a multi- 
national society, in which people of various ethnic groups can live in peace 
and achieve stability only on the basis of granting the legitimate rights 

to all its citizens in a well-balanced way. Today, compatriots of other 
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ethnic groups are steadily catching up with their Chinese counterparts in 
terms of economic achievements. They have achieved this in the past 10 
years with the backing of the political power. An even gloomier future 
will await the Chinese community if its members continue to show no inter- 
est in politics, as they have done in the past. 


Some chambers of commerce and other Chinese-based organizations have taken 
the initiative to organize and put into operation many new large enter- 
prises as a remedial measure to back up the waning Chinese economic posi- 
tion. Nevertheless, they should understand that any enterprise, however 
powertul economically, eventually will end up in the hands of people of 
other ethnic groups without the backing of a political power.

our legitimate rights and to preserve our cultural heritage. However, why 
have we failed to achieve the intended objective? 


There are @any civic organizations, several Chinese-based but not authentic 
Chinese political parties, and countless competent and able leaders in the 
Chinese community. We regret that all these civic organizations still prac- 
tice parochialiem and provincialiem, and the Chinese community is widely 
divided by the so-called various Chinese-based political parties. Many com- 
petent and able leaders of the Chinese community still cannot play an effec- 
tive role in improving the political position of the entire Chinese commun- 

ity because they are interested only in leading their respective groups, in 
enhancing their own fame, in making their own financial gains, and in strength- 
ening their own positions. 


it can be said that the MCA is the only political party capable of serving 
the political intereste of the Chinese community here, becuase it also is 

the only party that truly belongs to the citizens of Chinese origin. This 

is why the MCA can openly claim that it is the sole representative of the 
interests of the 5 million citizens of Chinese origin in this country. De- 
spite this, what it has done for the Chinese community is disappointing, be- 
cause the legitimate rights granted to ite members are now restricted more 
than ever in many sectors of society. It is no wonder that the members of 
the Chinese community have become disillusioned with the MCA, complaining 
that MCA leaders are interested only in fighting for their private interests, 
struggling for their own power, seeking higher government positions and emol- 
uments. Is the MCA really so bad and so incompetent? Are its leaders really 
as selfish as has been publicly charged? 


in my opinion, we must observe the problem from its positive and negative 
sides. Only in this way can we avoid judging everything from purely subjec- 
tive pointe of view and distorting the facts. On the other hand, the Chi- 
nese community must reflect and ask itself: How much effective support has 
it extended to the MCA in terms of practical action? 


Tong Kuo-mo pointed out: Once the Chinese community is able to strengthen 
its political position, it will be able to improve its status in the economic, 
educational, and cultural fields; without the backing of political power, we 
will encounter difficulties in improving our status. I am sure that all mem- 
bers of the Chinese community will agree with this point. A review of the 
Chinese leaders’ recent statements revealed that their appeals to the Chi- 
nese community for great unity were not a case of shooting without having a 
target in mind, and their speeches were inspired by current events and direc- 
ted at the heart of the Chinese community's common problem. The essence of 
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their appeals .s* that if all citigene of Chinese origin can work together 
for their common good and can take concerted action in support of a common 
banner in response to the call for great unity, the government will have no 
alternative but to carefully consider meeting their demande for legitimate 
rights as part of ite policy, 


As a true spokesman and representative of the Chinese community in the gov- 
ernment, the MCa can speak from 4 position of etrength and therefore cannot 
be ignored, 


in a speech on the occasion of the 89th anniversary of the Selangor Chaochou 
Pai Association, Yeh Ping-han [5509 3521 3352), a member of the upper house 
of Parliament, pointed out: As part of the Chinese community, this associa- 
tion is expected to face greater challenges as problems in various sectors 
of the nation's economy develop in the days ahead, 


The MCA recently declared that it faces a great challenge in the 1980's. I 
foresee that the next !0 years will pose a still greater challenge to the 
Chinese community as a whole. In the face of this challenge, all membere of 
the Chinese community must strive to strengthen their political posture in 
order to prevent any encroachment on their legitimate rights. Only by strength- 
ening its political position and power can the Chinese community expect to 

see that its problems are included as part of the national concern and are 
satisfactorily solved. 


The Chinese community must take an active part in politics and concerted ac- 
tion to strengthen its political position. Furthermore, its members must un- 
hesitatingly determine to sacrifice their private interests and devote them- 
selves to promoting their common interests. Only in this way can they rally 
themselves behind a common drive to lay a firm political foundation for gen- 
erations to come.

[Text] Kathmandu, June 14 (PTI)--A local paper has come out strongly 
against employing foreign technicians and experts at the cost of local 
talent. 


The paper NAYA SAMA) said that it may not be inappropriate to take foreign 
aid to reconstruct and repair ancient palaces and temples built by Nepali 
artisans. But to acquire the services of foreign technicians and experts 
is “strange by all means.” 


It said that thinge had ‘come to such a pass that foreign assistance is 
beginning to be accepted now even for keeping the towa clean and for 
disposal of garbage. If this continues Nepalis will soon be known in the 
world as a nation devoid of any talent and qualifications, and Nepal, a 
country incapable of killing even a fly through its own resources. ' 


The paper said Nepal may need foreign aid for decades but ‘we are not in 
a position to agree with the present pattern of foreign assistance since 
it may make our culture dependent upon others and erode our self-confidence. ' 


It noted that a large number of countries extended increased aid and said 
‘whatever significant development activities have taken place in Nepal 

so far are the resulte merely of foreign countries and international finan- 
cial institutions. When we look at such development projects completed 
through our own efforts, in the picture is disheartening.’ 


Stating that Nepal itself must formulate and also implement projects, 

NAYA SAMAJ said foreign assistance must play a supplementary role. 

Nepali technicians and experts, it said, are unable to find employment. 

it warned that Nepal would never be able to become self reliant if it con- 
tinued to look to foreign aid and foreign technicians.

CAUSES OF MEAT SHORTAGE ANALYZED

(vext) Islamabad, july 27--The acute shortage of meat from the retail 
mirkets need an objective analysis of the factors working behind it and it 
is not easily possible to overcome this crisis by finding scapegoats among 
the retailers, This was stated by Dr, Halimul Hasnain, Member Anim | 
Sciences, Agricultural Research Council of Pakistan in an interview with 
The Muslim here today, 


He said the real nature of the problem gust be properly understood in an 
objective manner so as to locate causes of the disease, 


The District Administration and the Martial Law authorities have been 
trying to cope with the prob m for past many months and a large number 
of retailers have sufferea punitive action but with no result. It is 
high time, therefore, to look at the problem in a scientific manner, he 
said, 


Dr. Hasnain said the problem cropped up a few months ago rather suddenly. 
It did not grow up gradually, raising the very basic question: where have 
all the anima’s suddenly gone? 


Dealing with ‘his problem in general, he said, a number of questions arise. 
Have the anivpais met an epidemic over night? Are they being smuggled out 
of the country on a gigantic scale? 


The answers to these questions are easily available in one of the previous 
experiences when meat shortage became acute in 1977, 


At that time a study was made and it was found that the animals were being 
bought from the traditional village markets in the usual routine but they 
were not coming to the urban wholesale mariets, Further investigations 
revealed that the meat was being bypassed from its normal route. It was 
either being directly purchased by certain big consumers or retained for 
certain purposes by the big business involved in it at the provincial 
level, 
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"That's where | fear the problem lies now, Of course we have to look 

into this matter in long-term perspective also, but its sudden disappearance 
from the retail markets imply the presence of some iumediate factors behind 
it, lt is, therefore, not very difficult to solve it through short-term 
measures," Dr, Hasnain said, 


The Member was of the opinion that the big business involved in this affair 
at the provincial level should be duly registered aud its movements be kept 
under proper check by the concerned authorities, 


"There are 20 to 25 parties doing this business at the provincial level, 
They are not registered at any level in any case and I em afraid their 
Income Tax records will also not be avadlable, They stand at the extremely 
effective top of this pyramid of middlemen, With their position in this 
long traditional chain of middlemen they are capable of creating 4 pseudo 
or real shortage any time, This is the location where the supply system 
needs improvements by the participation of the government authorities," he 
said, 


The Vice-President of Anjuman-Jamiatee-Quraish when contacted b *e Muslim, 
also suggested that the government take over the supply system i: ° ands 
and said it was the only solution to meet this shortage till such time as 

a permanent system of production is not 


He also appealed to the officials to revise the prices of the meat as it 

has been dome in Islamabad, “The squeezing prices of hide and skin, the 
worsening system of supplies in the wholesale animal markets and the overall 
escalation of the prices of the basic commodities make it imperative for 

the authorities to evolve a realistic formulat to solve the present shortage 
of meat, The fines and arrests have proved ineffective to a large extent,”

TWALS SMUGGLE CEMENT TO LAOS=-Thai smugglers successfully took more than 500 
bags of cement to Laos to build a radar station close to the Thai border, 
Chiang Rai Province police superintendent Col Chavalit Suwavisuthi, reported 
from Chiang Rai this morning.
